Sundays beginning Sunday, November 23, 2003 and 
continuing through Sunday, December 28, 2003/' The 
board then approved the 2004 license fees with no 
changes as the fees are in line v\^ith neighboring towns. 

The first appointment of the evening was with 
Water /Sewer Superintendent William Nicholson, who 
wished to update the board on the construction schedule 
for the Buzzards Bay Water Preservation Project Phase II 
Sewer Project. This phase covers the areas of Point 
Connett, Pine Island Road, and Church Street Extension, 
to name a few. They have signed a 15-month contract with 
RJV Construction Corporation of Canton, MA which will 
start the week of November 11, 2003 with an anticipated 
operational system in November 2004 — exluding any 
final paving. Mr. Nicholson informed the board that 
Phase I of this project is anticpated to be operational by 
the Spring of 2004. 

Next, the board met with Fire Chief Ronald Scott. 
Chief Scott expressed concern to the board that the 
department's rescue truck has been removed from service 
due to safety issues.

Marion Special Town Meeting 

November 3, 2003

A Special Town Meeting for the Town of Marion 
was called to order on Monday, November 3 at 7:00 pm in 
the Sippican School Auditorium by Town Moderator 
David B. Titus having noted the presence of a quorum. 

Mr. Titus wasted no time in getting to the first of 
21 articles on the warrant, beginning with ARTICLE Sl, 
which asked voters to amend Article 2 of the April 2003 
Annual Town Meeting as follows: adjust the ORR Operat- 
ing Budget from $3,309,140 to $2,853,019; the Upper Cape 
Cod Regional Operating Budget from $135,860 to $98,142; 
and the Upper Cape Cod Regional Debt line item from 
$13,604 to $15,697. This would reduce the total operating 
budgets to $14,960,598 from the previously-approved 
$15,452,344. The article carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S2, voters were asked to ap- 
prove $1,920,912 for remodeling and making extraordi- 
nary repairs to the heating and air conditioning system at 
the Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical High School. The 
estimated annual cost for the ten-year bonded project to 
Marion voters would be $15,675 based on enrollment. The 
article carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S3, voters were asked to transfer 
$600,000 from the Overlay Reserve Account to fund

revaluation expenses for the Town of Marion. According 
to Assessor Bradford Eames, every nine years the town is 
required to remeasure homes as part of the regular 
revaluation process required by the Department of 
Revenue (DOR) and this money would be used for that 
purpose.

"What this does is move the 
valuation date from January 1 to June 30 ... providing six 
extra months of assessment/' said Assessor Bradford 
Eames. The article carried unanimously.

between the Town of Marion and Marion Town Employ- 
ees' Association for FY 2004. According to Selectmen 
Chairman Andrew Jeffrey, the town recently settled the 
'Tabor relations issue'' with town employees and the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) recommended payment as 
settled. The article carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S7, voters were asked to transfer 
$3,334.16 from Free Cash to pay outstanding prior year's 
bills. The article carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S8, voters were asked to accept 
the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws (MGL) 
Chapter 44, Section 53F to establish the water service as 
an enterprise fund, effective July 1, 2004. The article 
carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S9, voters were asked to accept 
the provisions of MGL Chapter 44, Section 53F to simi- 
larly establish the sewer service as an enterprise fund. The 
article carried unanimously. 

ARTICLE SIO, which would have established a 
school user-fee revolving account, was unanimously 
motioned for indefinite postponement. 

As an employee of Tabor Academy, Selectman 
David Pierce recused himself from discussion of AR- 
TICLE Sll, which asked voters to authorize the Select- 
men to accept as a gift a parcel of land to construct, 
maintain and use as a police station site when sufficient 
funds are appropriated for the project. The land is located 
along Route 6 between the Tabor Academy track and 
Holmes Woods. 

"Our concern was that this article not bind the 
town into either having to commit to a police station if we 
accept this lot, or bind us to building a police station on 
this lot if we choose to build," said FinCom Chairman A. 
Lee Hayes. "If we do find sufficient funds ... does this 
commit us to building on that site?" 

"The gift of land for Tabor was offered solely for

the use of a police station,'' said Police Chief Lincoln 
Miller. "This article does not commit the town to put 
anything there. The construction of a police station would 
still have to pass Town Meeting and meet the approval of 
the FinCom. This is a generous offer from Tabor Academy 
and I think it's a very good site ... (Tabor) still needs to 
present this to their Board of Trustees, but we're on the 
right track." 

The article carried via majority vote, after which 
Town Meeting was asked to give Tabor Academy a round 
of applause for their generous offer. 

Under ARTICLE S12, voters were asked to 
support the continuance of a 2.5 percent tax surcharge for 
the Marion Land Bank to purchase open space acquisi- 
tions. Established five years ago, the so-called Land Bank 
tenure has expired and they are now seeking to extend the 
period for another five years. 

However, a motion was made by James Gurney to 
amend the article to include language expanding the 
tenure of the new Land Bank from no less than five years 
but no more than ten years. 

"In the past few months we have lost one of our 
major funding sources ... our funds from the state," Mr. 
Gurney said. "As such, I feel we need to have the ability 
to borrow in order to fund some major purchases. There's 
a lot of good, vacant land out there and we need a lot 
more money than we will get as it stands. The ten years 
would give us the ability to borrow against further 
receipts." 

According to John Rockwell, a member of the 
Open Space Acquisition Committee which oversees the 
Land Bank, over 75 percent of Marion's land use is 
considered "open space." Over the last five years the 
Marion Land Bank has allowed the town purchase a 13- 
acre parcel from the Turowetz family ($36,000); a 4-acre lot 
off Route 6 ($11,000); a 280-acre parcel from Beaton/

Tweedy & Barnes ($262,000); and the 36-acre Grassi Bog 
off Route 6 ($13,000). They are also currently working on 
the 20-acre "Rail Trail" for an estimated $78,000 which 
would be part of the bike path connecting Fairhaven, 
Mattapoisett, Marion and eventually Cape Cod, and also 
the proposed 780-acre Eastover Farm Project initiated by 
Rochester — 400 acres of which are in Marion. 

"The (Open Space) Acquisition Committee cannot 
borrow money, the town can," Selectmen Chairman 
Andrew Jeffrey clarified. "This is a town tax and we feel 
every five years you should have the opportunity to 
(approve) it." 

"I don't think it's right to obligate people for ten 
years at a (Special Town Meeting)," said Lee Vulgaris. 
"God knows what the tax rate will be by then." 

With that, the motion to amend from five to ten 
years failed via majority vote. The article, as written in the 
warrant, was then carried via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE S13, voters were asked to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to petition the legisla- 
ture to enact special legislation to allow sewer assess-

merits bear interest at a rate equal to the rate of interest 
chargeable to the town, rather than 2 percent above the 
rate chargeable, and allow sewer assessments to be 
apportioned over a maximum of 30 annual payments. The 
article carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S14, voters were asked to accept 
the provisions of MGL Chapter 40, Section 8G, authoriz- 
ing the town to enter into mutual aid agreements with 
police departments in other cities and towns. The article 
carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S15, voters were asked to accept 
the provisions of MGL Chapter 46, Section 12 of the Acts 
of 2003 to include members of the Fire Department and 
other volunteer emergency services agencies in the 
definition of "employee,'' provided such employees pay

multi-use path project. They will also hold a Public 
Hearing on Monday, November 24 at 7:30 pm in the 
Marion Town House on the draft plan for the multi-use 
pathway on Point Road. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with members of the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) to continue their discussion 
of a proposed change in philosophy for the upcoming 
2004 budget. The FinCom previously met with the board 
to suggest a more "top down'' philosophy to deal with the 
tighter fiscal times ahead. 

"To me, it sounded plausible and like a good idea 
at the time, but it sounds even better now," Chairman 
Jeffrey said. "I personally appreciate all the time and 
effort that went into it." 

While he also agreed with the change in philoso- 
phy. Selectman Bryant cautioned that the FinCom should 
make sure they still deal with each department's needs 
individually and not use the 2.5 percent cap as a "blind 
recommendation. " 

"We are going to have to figure out how to 
allocate this process further into other departments — 
subdepartments, if you will," said FinCom Chairman A. 
Lee Hayes. "There are other elected departments such as 
(the Board of Health) ... which have budgets. The other 
thing weTl have to think about is the schools. As we 
allocate from the top-down to the schools, there may be 
some significant cost problems. We assumed state aid 
would be (level-funded) ... (but we) already know we've 
got a problem this year ... with the Special Education 
budget. We're talking about a $75,000 to $100,000 surprise 
this year and next." 

"I don't think it ever changed the job we have to 
do," added FinCom member Priscilla Ditchfield. "But at 
least now we have a benchmark and we can tell the 
departments to give the same message to everyone." 

"Knowing that we're headed for tough times, I

RABBIT DIET 

My pet rabbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healthy for rabbits. It promotes obesity, over- 
grown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the stomach. 

What should I feed my rabbit? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts of fiber. This is best supplied by a diet 
of timothy hay or other grass hay. Avoid alfalfa as it has too much 
calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this hay as 
she wants. 

]Nhat about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceburg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
such as broccoUi. Start with a small piece then double the amount 
given on each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestine to acclimate to the new food. Overfeeding a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 

Are there other foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most other 
foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetables that are slowly intro- 
duced and some pellets.

Veronica Guerin. Starring Gate Blanchett and Ciaran Hinds. 
Directed by Joel Schumacher. Running time: 92 minutes. 
MP A A rating: R. At the Bijou Theater in Fairhaven. 

The goal of Veronica Guerin is transparent: not to point out the drug 
problems in Dublin — which are distant to all but those who live there — 
but to make a tragic Irish version of Erin Brockovich, with a matching Oscar 
for Gate Blanchett. Guerin, a sort of folk hero in Ireland (or a martyr — 
same difference), reported on crime for the popular Dublin paper the 
Sunday Independent and, according to the legend, got a little too close to the 
drug lords for comfort; she was shot to death in 1996, at age 38, while 
sitting in her car at a traffic light. The movie begins with the murder, then 
backtracks two years to re-enact Guerin's reportorial crusade against 
drug dealers. 

The way the movie, energetically if impersonally directed by Joel 
Schumacher, tells it, Veronica was moved to action by the sight of little 
children playing with the syringes left in the street by heroin addicts. As 
some critics have noted, though, the focus of the real Guerin's journalistic 
wrath was not heroin dealers, but marijuana dealers. That might explain 
why the movie's Veronica is barely shown talking to (let alone writing 
about) drug addicts, except to grill them on where they get the stuff. Her 
emphasis is entirely on the Bad Guys pushing drugs to children. Fair 
enough, but it doesn't make for a terribly provocative movie. Why did 
Veronica tilt at the drug-traffic windmill to the extent of endangering 
herself and her husband and young son? According to the film, because 
she Just Wasn't Going to Back Down. 

Working with a worshipful (and Guerin-family-approved) script by 
Garol Doyle and Mary Agnes Donoghue, Schumacher can't even get his 
usual tacky excitement going. The movie is simply a series of escalating 
threats on Veronica's life, until finally she's done in — on orders from the 
drug kingpin (Gerard McSorley in a cartoon-vicious performance) she's 
been tailing, the film strongly implies. (Some have theorized that Guerin's 
murder wasn't as simple as that, and speak of cover-ups and shady 
characters under the protection of the Garda, Ireland's police force.) In a 
few scenes, mostly dealing with Ciaran Hinds as a sad-sack crime 
underling who serves as Veronica's secret source, we get a sense of the 
uniquely Irish flavor of the underworld. But then it's back to another not 
especially involving domestic scene with Veronica goofing around with 
her kid or scoffing at the concerns of various family members. After a 
while, every scene becomes a testament to Veronica's courage, Veronica's 
strength, Veronica's indomitable spirit. 




It should be said that Gate Blanchett does a lot to clip the angel wings 
off herself. She makes muckraking look sexy — to her, unmasking the 
criminal element is wicked, dirty fun, and she enjoys their discomfort 
when she strides among them with an air of serene implacability. Blanchett 
seems to be acting in a better, more complex movie, wherein Veronica 
rubs elbows with underworld swine because she likes it. Lest we miss the 
point that Veronica is just like the rest of us, the script points up her 
addiction to football (or soccer, as we call it) — she decompresses by 
kicking a ball around in the backyard — though this doesn't do much for 
the movie except provide an excuse for a two-time Schumacher star to pop 
in for an uncredited cameo as a rough, tattooed football fan with whom 
Veronica chats on the street. He comes on to her cheerfully, as if he'd been 
watching the movie; certainly no one else notices the sensual vibe of 
bravado Blanchett sends off. 

Schumacher really tries our patience at the end, though; Veronica 
gets her wings after all, and Blanchett, dead in the front seat of a car, can't 
do anything about it. Word of her murder spreads, which seems to 
devastate everyone in Ireland. Sinead O'Gonnor sings mournfully on the 
soundtrack as the streets are clogged with mourners. A narrator reassures 
us that there was a massive crackdown on drug crime directly after 
Guerin's death, and that the crime rate went down 15 percent. Actually, 
things didn't stay that way for long; according to a story in Guerin's paper 
the Sunday Independent last summer, "Three killings within the two days 
surrounding the premiere of the Veronica Guerin movie and a total of 
almost 50 unsolved gangland murders in Dublin since her death in 1996, 
together with an unprecedented rise in drug-trafficking and armed 
criminal activity nationwide, demonstrate that the anti-crime packages 
that were to have been her legacy have not worked. The prediction of 
senior gardai is that gangland violence, at its highest levels due mainly to 
the large amount of modern weapons coming into the country with drug 
consignments, will continue to worsen in the immediate future." Of 
course, we hear nothing of this from the movie, which sends us out ready 
to canonize Veronica — though the film itself has already, falsely, done it.

Now that the dust has settled in Rochester in the re- 
cent brouhaha over funding a decidedly much-needed 
expansion to the town's Plumb Memorial Library, I think 
it bears some assessment as to how the whole Town Meet- 
ing/Town Election process either succeeds or fails, depend- 
ing on your point of view To me, this project perfectly 
points up the sharp dichotomy between those who vote 
with their voices — often loud and clear — at Town Meet- 
ing and those who opt to quietly "vote with their feet,'' as 
the cliche goes, in the ballot box. 

At the October 6 Special Town Meeting, the article to 
authorize the $950,000 bond for the project, thereby guar- 
anteeing a $1.72 million contribution via a state grant, met 
with overwhelming support. But just two days later on 
October 8, the needed follow-up question on the Special 
Election ballot to approve the expenditure failed to pass 
muster, 332 to 243. 

Some members of the Library Board of Trustees, un- 
derstandably disappointed and upset, claimed the library 
project was unfairly pitted against a potential expansion 
for Memorial School and complained a last-minute smear 
campaign was waged to disuade voters from footing an- 
other big-ticket item like the recently-approved purchase 
of Eastover Farms for open space. In a last-ditch effort, 
trustees and residents also went before the Board of Se- 
lectmen last week to see if another Special Election could 
be called since many library supporters assumed the 
project was a "shoo-in" after the overwhelming show of 
support at Town Meeting. 

As an avid reader and library user myself, I whole- 
heartedly encourage and respect the efforts of library back- 
ers in making improvements to a valuable public resource, 
but I must beg to differ on this faulty logic when it comes 
to assumptions about voting and not voting. Fve always 
been baffled by the notion that Town Meeting voters and 
those who vote at the polls are one and the same. Clearly, 
they are not. 

To be sure, many Town Meeting voters also vote at the 
polls and vice versa; but having covered Town Meetings 
for over 12 years, I know they are often forums for long- 
winded speeches, sometimes petty nitpickings, and the 
always-too-long-and-flashy PowerPoint presentations 
with color graphics. In short, they're a smoke-and-mirrors 
show to get the captivated crowd to support your cause.

I was present at the October 6 Rochester Special Town 
Meeting and although the Library Trustees didn't stage 
such an elaborate production, they made their case plain 
and simple. I'm sure they also stacked Town Meeting with 
like-minded supporters, which is another common strat- 
egy in such cases. I'm not criticizing them for it — frankly, 
more power to them — but it's the name of the game if 
you want to get something passed. 

Taking a casual glance at the numbers, there were 
roughly 100 people at the October 6 Special Town Meet- 
ing and some 577 voters who cast ballots on October 8. 
But what's more disconcerting than this one-to-five ratio 
is that there are about 3,000 registered voters in the Town 
of Rochester and only one-sixth of that number even both- 
ered to make it out to the polls! 

Now I can see why library supporters would want to 
give those other 2,423 voters a second-chance at voicing 
their opinion on the library project, but the fact is they had 
their chance on October 8 and they missed it. It's not like we're 
living in the dark ages where people don't receive due no- 
tice of elections and Town Meetings. And those non-vot- 
ers reading this should just come clean and admit they 
didn't want to miss that important repeat of Everybody Loves 
Raymond or shift from that comfortable indentation in the 
couch to vote. 

My point is, although I applaud the Rochester Library 
Board of Trustees' efforts I have to agree with the Roches- 
ter Board of Selectmen in not wanting to call another elec- 
tion which, in all likelihood, would result in similar num- 
bers. Let's be honest, you see the same faces at every Town 
Meeting and they are mostly populated by the usual sus- 
pects: town officials, town employees, and an interchange- 
able contingent of supporters and/ or detractors of the lat- 
est cause-of-the-day. Then you have that "silent majority" 
of people who vote in the ballot box, preferring not to let 
their neighbors know how they voted. 

People are either Town Meeting voters or they're not. 
They will either go to the polls or they won't. 

And those in either category who decide how or even 
if they'll vote based on false and foolish assumptions that 
such measures are a "shoo-in" or, alternately, that their vote 
"really won't make a difference" would be wise to think 
twice when something like the Plumb Memorial Library 
project next appears on a warrant and/ or ballot. 

There's the second chance if you want one.
